Huge, unexpected Soviet grain 
purchases here strained relations 
between the two superpowers 
from 1972 until 1975. In October, 
1975, the United States mnego- 
tiated on agreement that re- 
quired the Soviet Union to buy 
at least 5.4 millton metric tons 
annnally, The same agreement 
set the ceiling on Soviet buying 
at 7.2 million metric tons, un- 
less Washington expressly in- 
creased that maximum volume. 


Strong Pressure 

This year, there are strong 
pressures on the United States 
and the Soviet Union to 
liberalize those trading ries. 

The Carter administration is 
facing a bill of as much 85 
$8 billion for price-support pro- 
granis and payments to farmers 
suffering from the lowest grain 
prices since 1972. The new admin- 
istration: farm bill commits the 
government to substantial pay- 
ments to help these grain farm- 
ers. But if foreign customers be- 
gin buying more grain, prices are 
likely to rise and the amount of 
govermmnent ald to farmers will go 
down. 

For its part. the Soviet Union 
may want to increase its buying 
while prices are at their cur- 
rent low levels.

It is the highest number slace 
the 1961 introduction of wide- 
ranging security laws permitting 
indefinite detention, with persons 
held incommunicado and without 
trial, the independent institute 
reports. 

‘Fear aud Tension’ 

The institute. which compiles 
regular lists of detainees—based 
mainly on information from the 
press and detainees’ relatives — 
declares in its latest report that 
widespread detention without 
trial and repeated allegations of 
torture in detention have “creat- 
ed a national atmosphere of fear 
and tension,” 

Mr, Biko was the 21st person 
to die in police custody in 
18 months, All but three of them 
were held by security police—— 
whose explanations for the 
deaths have included suicides in 
which detainees allegedly hanged 
themselves in cells or jumped 
from police stations, strokes, 
heart attacks and, in one case, 
drowning. 

Justice Minister James Kruger 
said after Mr. Biko's death — 
which occurred three weeks after 
he was picked up in the Eastern 
Cape by security police—that 
the prisoner died after a week- 
fong hunger strike. 

A week later Mr. Kruger 
denied having suggested that Mr, 
Biko starved bimself to death. 
He said “heads will roll” if any 
irregularities are discovered. He 
has since remained virtually 
silent on the issue, Offictals re- 
fused comment on another news- 
paper's report that Mr. Biko had 
brain damage.

Closing the Oil Import Gap 


Americans are paying little attention to 
their own leaders’ warnings about the im-~ 
fending energy crisis. Perhaps they will 
listen to warnings from abroad. The enerzy 
ministers of the main industrial nations, as- 
sembled in Paris, find that their countries 
are navigating "treacherous and dangerous” 
shoals. In the view of the 19-nation Inter- 
national Energy Agency, increased oil im- 
ports since 1973 have made the industrial 
democracies, and especially the United States, 
more vulnerable to another Arab oil em- 
bargo. Meanwhile, the flow of oll from the 
North Sea, Alaska and Mexico, though it 
cannot assure adequate supplies for more 
than a few years, has brought “‘widespread 
pudlic complacency.” 

Nelther energy conservation nor produc- 
tlon measures can bring results overnight. 
A lead time of six to 10 years is required. 
Without action now. demand may surge 
ahead of supply as early as 1982, bringing 
critical shortages. a worldwide scramble for 
oll and a further steep rise in price. The 
Ttsks are obvious: inflation, recession, un- 
employment. social and political crises. 

It was just such risks, evident after the 
1973 off embargo. that led the 19 principal 
industrial powers to organize the IJnterna- 
tional Energy Agency, to develop common 
Policies and to share oll in an emergency. 
The member governments have now taken a 
joint decision to reduce their combined ofl 
imports to 26 million barrels a day by 1985, 


a cutback of δ to 10 million barrels 2 day 
below present-day estimates by the energy 
agency's secretariat. Its study shows that 
energy demand in 1985 will be higher and 
the supply of gas, oif and nuclear power 
lower than predicted. Now the governments 
break down the joint target into 19 national] 
objectives. An annual review procedure has 
been agreed on and by March each country 
should get a detailed critique of its estimates 
and its energy program. 

The [EA probably will call on Japan and 
the European countries to close half the 
overall 1985 gap. Lacking significant energy 
resources, most of them can do it only 
through painful conservation measures. The 
United States, which consumes half the in- 
dustrial world's oil supply, presumably 
would be asked to close the other half of 
the 1985 ofl import gap. As a big producer 
it should be able to do ‘so without enormous 
strains. But that depends on what Congress 
does to the Carter administration's energy 
program. as James Schlesinger, U.S. Energy 
Secretary, has just warned again from Paris. 
The IEA adjudged the original Carter pro- 
gram to be adequate to the task. But 
changes made in the House have somewhat 
weakened its impact and Senate action so 
far has substantially worsened the cutlook. 
If other nations are to face up to the dif- 
ficult tasks ahead, the United States—includ- 
ing the Senate—must do its share.

Pakistan: Politics and Bhutto 


The army chief of staff who reluctantly 
seized power in Pakistan last July to end 
rioting over 2 disputed electlon has been 
drawn deep into the political quagmire he 
hoped to avold. When Gen. Mohammad 
Zia ul-Haq took control. he promised new 
elections in three months. He was holding 
to this resolve as recently as two weeks agn, 
when Zulfixar Ali Bhutto, the prime mun- 
ister he displaced, was jailed on charges of 
conspiring to murder a political opponent. 
Gen, Zia declared then that the elections 
would nevertheless proceed as scheduled on 
Oct. 18. Now he has reconsidered, and has 
postponed the polling indefinitely. “The idea 
behind elections is to avoid violence and 
change the government through peaceful 
means." he said in a broadcast. “But in our 
country it Is just the reverse. Whenever it 
is election time, we find that violence and 
lawlessness take over.” 

Gen. Zia had na reasonable alternative hut 
to put off the voting until the courts dis- 
pose of the charges hanging over Mr. Bhutto. 
The former prime minister js still Pakistan's 


only politician with a substantial mass fol- 
lowing. As Gen. Zia sald, the judicial process 
may take months or even longer. 

Pakistanis have seen more than their 
share of military rule during thelr three de- 
cades of independence. When Gen. Zia took 
over in July, he stated strongly that military 
rule was bad for the army—which had, in- 
deed, been repeatedly purged by successive 
military and civilian governments. Now, as 
he settles into a role he claimed never to 
want, be should remove the army as far 
as possible from politics by appointing ci- 
vilians to the major positions of government. 
Moreover, those civilians should not be the 
usual assortment of technocrats and jurists 
to whom military men naturally gravitate, 
but leading politicians from Pakistan's var- 
fous parties and regions. Gen. Zia complains 
that politicians spread hatred and division. 
But he might fiud that politicians in office. 
rather than varping on the sidelines, provide 
the soundest path to unity.

Of Death for Women Over 35 


LONDON, Oct. 7 (AP! .—Wom- 
en 35 years and older who ust 
or have used birth contro] pills 
are five times more likely to die 
of circulatory disease than those 
who have never taken th> coral 
contraceptives, according to two 
major British studies published 
today, 

Results of the nine-year stud- 
jes, imvolving 63.000 British 
women, were published in Lan- 
cet, an independent British med- 
feal journal. 

The surveys were conducted by 
the Royal Ccllege of General 
Practitioners, which studied 46,- 
000 women, and by Prof, Martin 
Vessey of Oxford University, who 
compiled resuits invoiving 17,000 
wemen under the auspices of 
Britain's Family Planning Asso- 
ciation, 

Alithcugh they were statistically 
significant, the total number cf 
deaths wag small—24 among us- 
ers and former users of the pil) 


- and five among the contro) group 


of nonusers in the practitioners 
study. ᾿ 
Smoking Increases Risks 

The two studies said that the 
risk of circulatory-disease deaths 
aniong those between 35 and 44 
who take birth contro) pills— 
eepecially those who smoke or 
have taken the pills for five yeara 
or more—trises to 1 in 3,000. After 
44. the risk of death from heart 
attack rises to 1 in 700, the arti- 
cle said. 

Tp to the age of 35, the studies 
put the death rate from circula- 
tery disease at 1 in 20.000 who 
take the pill. 

The article said results indicate 
that the excess rick of death, from 
circulatory diseases may persist 
for some time after women have 
discontinued use of the pill. 

Two leading physicians com- 
menting on the studies in a joint 
statement strongly recommended 
that those over 36 reconsider us- 
ing the pill, 

But Dr, Ekje Kuenssberg and 
Sir John Dewhorst ssid, “We see 
no reason for any Woman who 
is on the pill te make any im~ 
mediate changes before careful 
consideration.” 

Dr. Kuenssherg 5 president of 
the Roya] College of Practition- 
ers, and Dr. Dewhurst is presi- 
dent of the Royal College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists.

They said that for those under

about using oral contraceptives.

Rolf Liebermann's 14 years as 
intendant, from 1959 to 1973, 
brought the house new glory as 
the world capital οἵ contemporary 
opera, Liebermann commissioned 
and produced more than 20 world 
premieres and maintained a rep- 
ertory in which 20th-century 
works occupied a prominent place. 

His suecessor for four years, 
August Everding, brought the 
brilliant choreographer John Neu- 
mejer to give the ballet troupe 
new impetus, aud established the 
Opera Stabile, a studio for ex~ 

tal ‘works, and Opera 
Mobile, to take opera to people 
in the Hamburg area unable to 
come to the theater. One of the 
works in the Opera Mobile's rep- 
ertory, “Pimpinone,” by Tele- 
mann, is a reminder that this 
18th-century composer was one 
who figured prominently in Ham- 
bure's operatic history. 

The State Opera also‘vécovered 
handsomely from two’ physical 
disasters in this century, On the 
night of Aug. 2-3, 1943, the audi- 
torium was destroyed by Allied 
bombing, and for 10 postwar years 
—until the present 1.650-seat 
house was opened in 1995—the 
stage, orchestra and a 606-seat 
provisional auditortum were in- 
Stalled in the still intact stage 
area. On Nov. 1, 1975, a fire 
destroyed virtually all the com- 
pany’s sets and costumes, but the 
house kept going without a break 
with borrowed and hastily rebuilt 
sets supplementing the reguiar 
new productions,

HEARTS AND MINDS 


The Common Journey of Simone de Beauvoir 
and Jean-Paul Sarire 


by Axel Madsen. Morrow. 320 pp. $10.95.

A™=™ Madsen is -an admirably 
informed and persuasive 
writer: if be weren't, he would 
have little chance of persuading 
anyone to read 320 pages about 
two people as abundantly docu- 
mented as Simone de Beauvoir 
and Jean-Paul Sartre. They have 
been an international couple. for 
at least 30 of their almost 50 
years together, and reticence has 
never been a part of their magic. 
De Beauvoir has produced a 
number of highly autobiographi- 
cal works of fiction, plus a dense- 
ly reflective multivolume auto- 
biography, and Sartre has been 
interviewed almost incessantly 
since he became a kind of philo- 
sophic cult-hero, in the late "40s. 


To do this, Madsen has adopted 
a structure. and, more impor- 


close to being that of De Beauvoir, 
perhaps because the author was 
able in a sense to copy her own 
reflective intimacy. Thus, when 
we finish, we have the sense of 
knowing De Beauvoir better than 
we know Sartre, perhaps because 
Madsen has reported her better 
or perhaps because Sartre is ulti- 
mately the simpler of the two, 
the one about whom there 18 
really less to know. 


In any case, we follow them 
irom their meeting in 1939 vir- 


* tually to the present day, but not 


in absolutely straightforward 
chronological sequence. Axel 
Madsen's intent is hardly sensa- 
tonal. We find out in more 
detail bow they developed iniel- 
lectualy than about their various 
romant!e departures from one 
another—though Madsen should 
be praised for deallng so grace- 


fully with De Beauvoir's cele- 
brated affair with Nelson Algren, 
grace being a quality notably 
lacking in the two participants’ 
rather too frequent expostulations 
about one another. . 
In the end one reads this book as 
one might read any complex suc- 
cess story. The only c)ue Madsen’s 


record provides is that Jean-Paul 


Sertre knew at an usually 
early age more or Jess precisely 
what he wanted, and was secure 
enough in his knowledge never 
to be panicked into a destructive 
compromise. De Beauvoir's con- 
Victions formed a bit more Slowly 
than his but, once formed, were 
no less formidable. Given the 
evident strength of their charac- 
ters, and Sartre's happy exemp- 
tion from sexual jealousy, it is 
perhaps no great surprise that 
the relationship held. Jt was 
rooted almost from the first in 
Tespect, understanding, loyalty. 
flexibility, a belief in a mutual 
work, and love—e combination of 
qualities strong enough to last 
five decades. Axel Madsen's book 
is a welcome. stimulating report.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 7 CWP).—

confirmed yesterday that a game 
official with 10 years’ experience 
has been suspended for two weeks 
for an error that deprived the 
Buffalo Bills of an opportunity 
to defeat the Coltg Sunday in 
Baltimore,

ed the Bills from putting the 
ball in play at the Baltimore

Jay may take Ms. Ze? to an 
inferior Chinese restaurant, order 
Nalf a pot of tea and insist on 
splitting his sweet and sour pork 
with her. 

Ms, Zee thinks to herself, “If 
this guy 1s so cheap at funch, 
his clothes must be cheap, too. 
Tm not going to buy any of 
them.”

For the 
lousy $40 that Mr. Jay couldn't 
deduct for a decent lunch, 500 
good people are put out of work. 

Alt right, if you don't like that 
example, what about this one?

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Translating the Brothers Grimm for Adults 


ARTIS (IHT)—Ralph Manheim is ἃ 

scholarly New Yorker who lves in 
Paris and transtates books from German 
and French into English. “He does all the 
bard ones,” ef American publisher says, a 
statement corroborated by Manhelm’s 


shelves of Manheim translations: Céline, . 


Brecht, Grass, Jaspers. Feuerbach, Jung. 


He is now working on Giinter Grass's 
new novel, “The Flounder,” which he says 
is the most difficult project he bas ever 
tackled (Grass bas helpfully called ἃ 
conference of all his translators). Some- 
time in the future he will translate Proust's 
correspondence. Mr. Manheim's latest 
work, just published by Doubleday, beara 
no relation to anything he has done before: 
It is the first complete transtaticn In some 
50 years of the children’s storles of the 
Brothers Grimm. 


“Tt was very diffleult but so much fun.” 
.says Mr, Manheim, who spent a. year on 
the 150 tales. ‘It's a nice clean kind of 
difficulty, There's very little trouble 
unraveling sentences, generally the syntax 
185 simple. The difficulty is finding the 
right tone, making things sing right. The 
more translating I've done, the more I've 
come to appreciate the spoken language. 
This is an imaginary spoken language.” 


The Grimms, who were philologists, 
transcribed traditional tales that were 
part of the German oral tradition ‘the 
origin of some of the tales goes far beyond 
Germany: “Cinderella,” for example, was 
first written down in 9th-century China). 
Mr, Manhelm’s translation is based on the 
“Kinder und Hausmarchen" of 1819 and 
he calls them “Grimms’ Tales for Young 
and Old" rather than fairy tales. 


‘Wise Women’ 


“Despite a considerable population of 
devils, witches, goblins and elves, there 
are, strictly speaking, no fairies in these 


. stories, but only ‘wise women,’ good or 


bad, of indeterminate age, not remarkable 
for their looks, and rarely equipped with 
wants,” Mr. Manhelm writes in his pref- 
ace. The German word Mdrchen simply 
means tales: He reasons that when the 
tales arrived in Victorian England, adults 
were too busy to read them and so passed 
them on to their children, calling tnem 
fairy tales and giving them a ghastly 
“fairy tale” style. 


“The old translations were full of thees 
and thous, which drove me crazy,” Mr. 
Manheim says. His version has none of 
the sugary piety or bowdlerizations of 
earlier translations. Originally commis- 
sioned by Doubleday for its children’s divi- 
sion, the Manheim Grimm is instead com- 
tng out in a trade edition for adults. 


Fresh Language 


“There are two kinds of translations of 
Grimm,” Mr. Manheim says. “here are 
the anthropological ones by folklorists 
which are fairly correct bot have no style, 
and the ones that really believe the fairy 
tale story and are out to amuse the kiddies. 
I think they're both wrong because the 
Grimms were wonderful writers. According 
to some folklorists. they embellished. In 
my opinion they embellished a5 much as 
necessary.” 

Mr, Manheim lived in Germany and 


Austria for about flve years between the 
world wars. “One cant help noticing that 
the Germans know the Grimms’ storles by 
heart; English-speaking peopie dont. 1 
think that has to de with the bed transla- 
tions. Some of the original language is 
crude and fresh, there are wonderful irra- 
tionalities” He had to ask help from a 
German friend on one point: 

“You have to know ail about a certain 
kind of standard German house. Even 
vwhen it’s a King’s palace, it isn't a king's 
palace really, it's a moderately rich peas- 
ant's house. It's the world as seen by the 
fairly poor and very poor people, It seems 
to me it's 8 poor man’s epic, the great 
German epic.”

surprising.” 

Mr. Manheim uses a maid's room near 
the Luxembourg Gardens as his office. He 
works directly on the typewriter, then 

corrects his typescript and his wife types 
the finished version. The only translation 
he has ever dictated to someone else was 
Hitler's “Mein Kampf.” 

“I couldn't stand being alone in the 
room with him," Mr. Manheim says. “He 
had a very powerful personality, and if 


you were alone in ἃ room with him, you ,
